Washington, March 7—(/P)— 


President Hoover issued a proc- 
lamation today calling the 71st 
congress into extraordinary ses- 
sion on Monday April 15, for 
enactment of further farm relief 
and limited tariff revision legis- 
lation and for the transaction of 
such other urgent business as 
may come before it. 
Besides this, the chief . execu- 


tive received assurance of sup- 
port from leading democrats of 
the senate foreign relations com- 
mittee in his effort to bring 
about American membership in 
the world court aiid discussed a 
variety of other subjects with 
more than a score of callers. 


The call for the extra session— 


the first proclamation issued by 
the new president—declared that 
-legislation to 
effect further 


agricultural relief and legislation 
for limited changes in the tariff 
cannot i njustice to our farmers 
our labor and our manufactures 
be postponed." 
While these subjects were tne 


only ones specifically mentioned 
in the proclamation, the action 
of the extra session will not be 
limited to them. One other major

It is a very bad precedent to 
start in 
offering 
inducements 


and special attractions 
to get, 


children to eat—because once 
you have started in with that, 
sort of thing children will expect 
it and won't eat simple, ordin-

way. So says one mother and in 
some ways she is right. 


But there are times when one 


has to think of the present and 
let the future take care of itself. 
Toward the end of winter when 
days are shorter and sunshine 
not so abundant, children have 
less 
opportunity for outdoor 


play, and this with the absence 
of a variety of fresh fruits and 
vegetables makes their appetites 
normally sag a bit.

I nev- 
er did believe that it was fair 
for German U. Boats to sink 
without warning, for it certainly 
lacked courage, on their part. 
In this instance, the ships were 
unarmed and . carried nothing, 
returning to this coutry in ball- 
ast We had orders to proceed-in 
an emergency of this kind and 
to leave the disabled vessels be- 
hind to be taken care of by the 
destroyers. 
I continued on the 
voyage 


alone' and was two days out of 
New York when I had a peculiar 
premonition. I told some of the 
deck officers that I was feeling 
uneasy, and that I culd not sleep 
although I had turned in several 
times.
